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Young players look good 


In Sunday night’s game against Miami the 
Bears looked good in a lot of areas, espe- 
cially the younger players. But the mistakes 
that were made shows you why there is a 
preseason in the National Football League. 

Jim Harbaugh looked very good at quar- 
terback, completing all four passes he threw. 
The bomb he teamed up with Ron Morris on 
was a great throw, and Morris showed some 
good speed and good moves after he caught 
the ball.

Harbaugh showed a good knowledge of 
the Bears’ system. All those extra hours he 
put in over the summer look like they're pay- 
ing off. He controlled the offense well in the 
fourth quarters and ran the plays without 
mistakes. 

Neal Anderson was impressive’ running 
the ball. Once he is given a chance to show 
what he can do, it will be hard to keep him 
out of the lineup. 
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Without Mike Richardson the cornerback 
situation is a big question. But the Bears 
played well on defense at the corners. 
Vestee Jackson looked good there, as did 
Eric Jeffries, who pulled down an intercep- 
tion. The secondary came down with two 
other interceptions that stopped Miami 
drives and were big plays. 

Another thing | was impressed with was 
the condition the Bears are in. The weather 
in Miami was 89 degrees and humid, but the 
players held up well in it and played strong 
at the end. That was especially evident in the 
fourth quarter when the Bears’ running 
game was so strong. 

The players also seemed to have a good 
attitude during the game, and that’s just as 
important as anything else. 

In the preseason coaches are trying to ac- 
complish certain things in games. One of 
those things is to just get used to game con- 
ditions and running the team in an organized 
manner during the game. The Bears did a 
good job of that, too. 

The exhibition season is a time to get used 
to sending in signals from the sidelines, set 
up plays the right way, and to just operate 
in an organized manner. The Bears didn’t 
have any problems in those areas. If there 
are problems in the organization during a 
game, it’s most likely to be seen in the spe- 
cial teams. But there wasn’t any confusion 
among the players on special teams, and the 
Bears ran that part of the game very well for 
the first game of the year. 

Playing the first exhibition game on the 
road makes it even more difficult because 


you have to get used to traveling again and 
dealing with everything that entails, That 
didn’t seem to trip up the Bears, either. 

Of course, what counts the most is the per- 
formance by the players fighting for jobs on 
the field. The rookies have to make every 
play count because they don’t know how 
much time they'll have to impress the 
coaches. 

Eric Jeffries and Tim Jessie wasted little 
time making their mark on the coaches. Both 
performed well on the special teams and 
could be valuable in that area. They ran the 
ball well on kick returns and could earn spots 
on the roster if they continue to do that. 

In the quarterback battle both Doug Flutie 
and Mike Tomezak looked like they played 
well. You can’t just look at their statistics be- 
cause both had a couple of balls dropped 
that should have been caught. And in Tomc- 
zak’s case, he had two interceptions. But 
neither can be blamed on him because they 
were both tipped by his own players. 

Those tipped passes and the costly fum- 
bles are things the Bears don’t want to see 
anytime. That’s what really hurt them last 
year. And again Sunday they moved the ball 
well but had trouble punching it into the end 
zone. 

That’s probably the biggest concern with 
Chicago right now. No team can afford to 
waste scoring opportunities. When the Bears 
get into scoring position, they have to make 
sure they get some points out of it. They 
didn’t do that Sunday night, yet they still 
won. But they won’t get away with it all the 
time.

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PLATTEVILLE, Wis. — Willie Gault was 
counting up the quarterbacks who have 
thrown to him in his four seasons with the 
Bears. He barely had enough fingers. 

Counting newcomer Jirn Harbaugh and 
emergency man Walter Payton, Gault got to 
10 and swore he had missed one or two. 

And people thought the Bears were fool- 
ish to bring five quarterbacks to training 
camp. After two weeks of camp, it looks like 


, they might have been foolish not to bring six. 


Ron Jaworski, where are you? 
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Only Mike Tomezak, Harbaugh, and Doug 
Flutie have been able to throw every day. 
Steve Fuller will have shoulder surgery. Jim 
McMahon is still recovering and will continue 
to recover whether he is able to start the sea- 
son or not. 

McMahon is aiming to play in the last two 
preseason games if his injured shoulder 
responds by then. He sounds less worried 
about his uncertain condition than people 
who see him throw one day and sit the next. 

“I'm not going to go out until I'm ready,” 
McMahon said. ‘‘Once you get in a game, 
you forget everything and go on instinct and 
my body isn’t ready to do that yet.” 

When he has time to set his feet and throw

on balance, he does well. When he has to 
throw using all arm, he gets sore. Although 
his progress has been slow and ‘‘frustrat- 
ing,”” McMahon said he is not discouraged. 

“I'm doing pretty much what they expect- 
ed me to do,’’ he said. 


Bears not worried 

The Bears are not yet worried either. They 
like what they have seen of both Tomezak 
and Harbaugh. Personnel director Bill Tobin 
has no renewed interest in pursuing veteran 
free agent quarterback Ron Jaworski, 

“Haven't even talked about it,” Tobin 
said. . 

McMahon doesn't expect full strength and 
stability in his shoulder until December. 

“They say it takes a full. year to recover 
from that type of surgery,”’ said McMahon, 
who had his operation on Dec. 12 for a torn 
rotator cuff and other repairs. 

But McMahon said he has no desire to 
prolong his rehabilitation on injured reserve 
and sit out of games until October or 
November. 

“If | wait too long, | won't have a job,’” 
McMahon said. 

After watching McMahon throw on the se- 
cond day of camp, coach Mike Ditka predict- 
ed he might be ready to start against Miami, 
but a more realistic goal is Aug. 31 against 
the Cardinals in Soldier Field. 

“I'd like to get work in at least the last two. 
preseason games," McMahon said. “I’m try-

ing to shoot for that. If it gets better before 
then, I’d like to play more. But I'd like to play 
at least a quarter to a half in the third game 
and maybe at least a full half in the Raider 
game (in Los Angeles Sept. 5).’” 

The ultimate goal is Sept. 14 in the regu- 
lar season opener against the New York Gi- 
ants in Soldier Field. But McMahon said he 
would not start then if he couldn't play 
before. 

“| don't think that would be fair to the other 
guys in camp if | didn’t do anything before 
Sept. 14. | wouldn’t deserve to start, | don’t 
think, even though I’ve been out here,”’ he 
said, 


Soreness slowing McMahon 

“| can throw deep, but I’ve got to throw 
short ones, too, when you've got to get it be- 
tween the linebackers. When | keep my feet 
set and keep them under me, it doesn’t 
bother me. When | try to throw with just my 
arm, that’s when | get a little sore.” 

The soreness is not in the part of the 
shoulder that was surgically repaired, he 
said. 

“It's the one muscle where you bring your 
arm back that stops it and starts it forward. 


The littie muscle in the back is the only thing 
that really is giving me problems. Everything 
else feels good. All my spasms are gone. It'll 
just take some time to get some strength.” 

How much time is the thing no one can 
predict. The uncertainty is exactly why the 
Bears drafted Harbaugh. They were called 
foolish in some circles. In retrospect, they 
would have been foolish if they hadn't pro- 
tected themselves. 

This is a team ready to return to the Su- 
per Bow! if the quarterback is ready to take 
them. Teams wait years, sometimes de- 
cades, to even get’a chance to make the Su- 
per Bowl. If McMahon's progress is slower 
than expected, the Bears would be foolish 
not to take a serious look at Jaworski before 
it's too late. 

Jaworski apparently is asking for too much 
money and too many promises. But he 
knows as soon as a quarterback gets hurt 
somewhere, his value will increase. When 
he is signed, there are no other quarterbacks 
on the street who have been in the pent- 
house. He took the Philadelphia Eagles to 
the Super Bowl once. 

Even at less than 100 percent, McMahon 
can make a valuable contribution to the 
Bears on the field because he can do so 
many things to win besides throw passes. 

“Coach Ditka and the other coaches think 
I'm making the right reads and throwing pret- 
ty well. They know l’ve got to get stronger. 
I'm glad they're being patient with me,” he 
said. ‘ 

“| don't know how long it’s going to take 
to build this up.”

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- Top two picks lift 
Bears over Dolphins

The Bears’ No. 1 and No. 2 draft choices 
provided a one-two punch that knocked out 
the Miami Dolphins Sunday night. 

Quarterback Jim Harbaugh and wide 
receiver Ron Morris teamed up for a 65-yard 
touchdown pass play that lifted the Bears to 
a 10-3 win over Miami at the opening of Joe 
Robbie Stadium in Miami. 

Harbaugh and Morris were just two of the 
rookies that sparkled for the Bears in the 
game, but it was the play that they teamed 
up on that resulted in the only touchdown of 
the game. 

After playing to a 3-3 tie through the first 
three quarters Harbaugh hit Morris with the 
touchdown pass with 10:49 left to play. It was 
Harbaugh’s first pass of the game after en- 
tering the game on the Bears’ first series of 
the fourth quarter. 

Morris outran two Miami defenders on the 
play and got around a third to run in for the 
score. 

Itwas Morris’ only catch of the game. Only 
running backs Neal Anderson, Thomas 
Sanders and Tim Jessie caught more than 
one pass for the Bears, grabbing two each. 

Rushing game pounds out yards 

The three Bear quarterbacks that played 
in the game threw well, but it was the rush- 
ing game that pounded out most of the yard- 
age for Chicago. The Bears gained 264 
yards on the ground as they prepare to be- 
come the first NFL team to lead the league 
in rushing five consecutive years. 

Rookie Anthony Mosley was the leading 
rusher for Chicago, gaining 51 yards on five 
carries late in the fourth quarter. Anderson 
gained 50 yards on nine carries, and Calvin 
Thomas didn’t seem to have a weight 
problem as he gained 30 yards on four 
carries. 
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Other young players looking to find a spot 
on the team also had impressive showings. 
Eric Jeffries ran well on punt returns, return- 
ing one for 23 yatds and another for seven. 
He also had one interception in the end zone 
to stop a Miami drive. 

Tim Jessie also played well on special 
teams, returning a kickoff return for 36 yards. 

But as with any exhibition game, plenty of 
mistakes were made by both teams. The 
Bears committed seven penalties for 50 
yards with most coming late in the game. 
And snaps from center were a problem for 
both teams. 

Tomcezak plays first half 

In the quarterback derby Mike Tomczak 
played the entire first half, completing nine 
of 17 passes for 68 yards. He also had two 
interceptions, but neither one was his fault. 
One was tipped by Dennis McKinnon, and 
the other bounced right off the chest of Den- 
nis Gentry. 

The Dolphins scored the first points in their 
new stadium on a 37-yard field goal by Fuad 
Reveiz in the second quarter. 

The Dolphins started at their own 25-yard 
line and drove to the Bear 18 before being 
stopped. On second and six at the 18 Mia- 
mi quarterback Dan Marino fumbled the 
snap from center and hurt his ring finger on 
his right hand in the process. Marino was 
later diagnosed as having suffered a dislo- 
cated finger and is expected to miss four 
weeks of practice. 

Marino left the game and was replaced by 
Jim Jensen, who threw incomplete into the 
end zone on third and eight, setting up Rev- 
eiz’s field goal. 

The Bears matched that score on their 
next possession with their own 37-yard field 
goal by Kevin Butler. Jessie’s 36-yard. kick- 
off return set up the drive that started at the 
Bears’ 43.

The Bears had one more chance to get on 
the board before the end of the half, but a

tipped pass led to an interception that end- 
ed the drive. Tomcezak got the Bears mov- 
ing from their own 22 by completing six of 
eight passes on the drive as Chicago worked 
down to the Dolphin 30-yard line. 

But then Tomezak dropped back to throw 
to Gentry, who had the ball bounce off his 
chest and into the hands of Miami's Liffort 
Hobley to end the drive with under a minute: 
left in the half. 

After Hobley’s interception Miami moved 
the ball quickly to the Bears’ 36 before Jen- 
sen threw the ball into the end zone and had 
it picked off by Chicago’s Jeffries. 

Doug Flutie ted the Bears on their first 
drive of tHfe second half from Chicago’s own 
nine-yard line and moved the team well. But 
Chicago seemed allergic to the Dolphin end 
zone again once it moved to the Miami 
19-yard line. That's when Calvin Thomas 
broke up the middle for a 12-yard gain be- 
fore fumbling the ball away at the seven. 

Flutie completed two of three passes on 
the drive for 13. yards and ran for another 18 
yards. Still, the Bears came away with 
nothing. 

Flutie played the entire third quarter be- 
fore giving way to Jim Harbaugh. Flutie com- 
pleted three of eight passes for 19 yards with 
no interceptions. 

Harbaugh, playing the fourth quarter, 
threw only four passes but completed all of 
them. 

With the Bears leading and time running 
out Harbaugh was directed to wind down the 
clock and ran the running game well. Chica- 
go moved the ball on their final possession 
of the game from its own 20-yard line to the 
Miami 23 before time ran out. 

The Bears’ running game allowed them to 
control the clock and give them a 37:25 to 
22:35 edge in time of possession. 

The Bear defense showed signs of hav- 
ing the ability to repeat its 1986 performance. 
Of the 10 Dolphin possessions in the game. 
six ended in punts and three in interceptions. 
And Miami never started a drive past its 
40-yard line.

PLATTEVILLE, Wis. — Mike Tomezak has 
taken the early lead. 

It was confirmed last week by Bears head 
coach Mike Ditka that Tomezak was ahead 

‘of Doug Flutie at that point in the quarter- 
back derby, thereby earning the starting job 
in Sunday night's game against Miami. 

“Maybe one guy's got the upper hand but 
we'll see how it goes after two weeks,”’ Dit- 
ka said, obviously referring to Tomezak. 

Tomezak again looked like the best of the 
three quarterbacks practicing last week. Jim 
McMahon only threw in a few seven-on- 
seven drills Monday and two passes on Wed- 
nesday. He is still being held back by sore- 
ness in his right arm that isn’t a result of the 
surgery he underwent on his shoulder last 
December. 

Meanwhile, Tomezak continues to stand 
out among Flutie and Jim Harbaugh. ‘'! think 
he’s had a pretty good camp,” Ditka said. 
“He looks like he’s willing to take charge. 
He works hard and improved a lot of things 
mechanically. | think the big thing that | see 
is his confidence level has gone up. He 
seems much more in control. He feels bet- 
ter about being in the huddle and directing 
the club. And | think the club’s responded 
to him pretty well.” 

Tomczak was glad to get the starting as- 
signment for the Miami game, a move he 
thought would help his confidence even 
more. “‘It’ll probably be a big boost to my 
confidence because | worked hard in the off- 
season and in training camp,” he said. ‘‘It's 
starting to show alittle bit. If he gives me the 

* starting job | have to go out there and play. 
You just try to go out there and do the best 
you can, and things went well.’’ 

As far as what he was looking for in the 
Miami game from the quarterbacks Ditka 

‘said, “I just want to look at them under differ- 
ent circumstances. It doesn’t matter which 
one starts.” 

Ditka certainly hasn't given up on Flutie, 
and he again defended Flutie’s performance 
in the intrasquad game. ‘‘I don’t think he’s 
knocking the roof out but the last couple 
days hie’s thrown the ball very well,” Ditka 
said. ‘‘Quarterbacks are no better than their 
protection. And if they don’t have protection, 
or the ball’s dropped on them, then they’re 
not going to look very good, That’s basical- 
ly what happened to him in the scrimmage.” 

Flutie said he’s tried not to worry about 
making every play in practice work perfect- 
ly and is hoping to impress the coaching staff 
in games when it counts. 

“I'm trying not to worry about impressing 
people,” Flutie said. “I’m trying to make my- 
self the best player | can be. I’m making sure 
I'm ready when it’s my turn to go out onto 
the field. And that’s when it's time to impress 
somebody. | just keep going, take it play by 
play and not let a lot of things worry me that 
much.” 

Flutie said part of his problem early in 
training camp was he wasn’t trying to throw 
the ball hard enough. ‘This week | just let 
the ball fly and landed it on the money,” he 
said. ‘In mini-camp | wasn’t throwing the ball 
that well. And the coaches thought | was 
over-throwing.' So when | came to camp | 
was just throwing it nice and easy, and it was 
on the money. But it doesn’t open any eyes 
doing that.” 

QUARTERBACK STEVE FULLER has 
decided to go ahead with shoulder surgery 
and will have the operation performed on 
Wednesday. But he could still return to the 
Bears late in the season. 

The recovery period is expected to last 
from three to four months, so it is possible

Fuller could return in late November or ear- 
ly December. 

Fuller could have waited four weeks to see 
how the shoulder is after resting it, but he 
decided to go ahead immediately with the 
surgery. The surgery will be done by Dr. 
Clarence Fossier at Lake Forest Hospital. 

A RASH OF INJURIES hit the offensive 
line last week; putting it in disarray going into 
the Miami game. Tackles Kurt Becker and 
Paul Blair were hurt on Tuesday. Becker 
suffered a bruised foot and Blair twisted his 
knee. 

Tackle Keith Van Horne already was out 
of practice because of an infected foot and 
asore hip resulting from a motor scooter ac- 
cident. And center Jay Hilgenberg missed 
some practice with a sprained shoulder. 

Also on the offensive line, guard Stefan 
Humphries suffered a muscle pull and free 
agent Brent Sowell suffered a partially dis- 
located shoulder. 

The injuries forced Ditka to play Jim 
Covert in Sunday's game. Covert first arrived 
at camp this week because of medical 
problems with his newborn child. 

On Thursday Ditka said Reggie Phillips 
suffered a slight hamstring strain and Hen- 
ty Waechter was bothered by a bad back. 

VAN “HORNE’S ACCIDENT wasn’t the 
only one on a motor scooter. Harbaugh was 
involved in two incidents with his scooter and 
a New Orleans Saints coach had an accident 
with his, though none were serious and the 
riders only suffered minor injuries. 

For Van Horne it was the second time he 
had an accident on a scooter in Platteville. 
The bikes are becoming a concern with 
Ditka. 


“I think anybody that imperils their career 
by riding a motor scooter is crazy,’’ he said. 
“‘l stopped the rule where they could bring 
them to the field and now we got guys run- 
ning into trucks, cars. We even had a coach 
almost get killed on one, | heard. 

“| just don’t understand why they want to 
tide them because that’s not a toy. | don’t 
know how much horsepower they have, but 
that’s a small motorcycle. And when you 
don’t know what you’re doing on that, you 
get somebody hurt. 

“And Harbaugh, | think his motor scooter 
career is over. He’s had two wrecks. He’s 
got three miles on it and you got a totalled 
motor scooter. Van Horne | don’t think will 
be riding for a while, either.”” 

Despite the accidents with them, Ditka 
doesn’t foresee banning the scooters in Plat- 
teville. ‘‘It’s a concern,”’ he said. ‘] guess 
next year we could say no motor bikes up. 
here at all. But | don’t see any point in that. 
You have to realize it’s like driving a car. You 
have to be careful.” 

IF MIKE RICHARDSON does not lower his 
salary demands he could sit out the entire 
season, which could cause a depth problem 
at cornerback for the Bears this year. 

Bears director of finance Ted Phillips has 
made the highest offer he can to Richard- 
son, but it may not be enough. Richardson 
wants to be the highest paid defensive back 
on the Bears. That would mean he’s seek- 
ing more than $400,000 a year, the current 
salary of safety Todd Bell. 

To gain some depth at cornerback the 
Bears could move either Shaun Gayle or 
Maurice Douglass to the position. But Gayle 
has played well so far at free safety and has 


a shot to beat out Gary Fencik for the start- 
ing position. 

But he’s also been practicing at corner- 
back in drills and will see some action there 
in Saturday's game against Pittsburgh. 

The Bears could afford to lose Gayle at 
safety because of the depth they have there 
with Fencik, Dave Duerson and Todd Bell. 

Also in the Pittsburgh game the Bears will 
experiment with moving Duerson from 
strong safety to free safety and starting Bell 
at strong safety. 

Douglass has practiced with the second 
team defense at cornerback and also will 
play the position in the Pittsburgh game. 

The Bears also can gain some depth at 
cornerback if rookie Eric Jeffries makes the 
team. Jeffries has impressed the coaches so 
far this training camp, especially in the in- 
trasquad game. 

In other position moves set for the Steel- 
er game, middle linebacker Ron Rivera will 
see some action at outside linebacker so the 
Bears can play rookie Paul Migliazzo in the 
middle. 

The move could also give Rivera more 
playing time and provide the Bears with one 
more veteran backup on the outside. Right 
now Jim Morrissey is the Bears’ only vete- 
ran backup at outside linebacker, 

THE NEW ORLEANS SAINTS left Plat- 
teville on Thursday instead of Wednesday 
last week after completing three days of wor- 
kouts with Chicago. The Saints stayed an ex- 
tra day because their practice field in 
Hammond, La., was flooded. The two teams 
practiced separately on Thursday. 

“We had some good work the three days 
with the Saints,”’ Ditka said. “And we had 
some good work Thursday. Things are com- 
ing together. We tried to work a lot on un- 
usual situations, recognizing a blitz and 
audibling. The quarterbacks have a pretty 
good grasp on it.” 

The players were glad to go against 
another team after 10 days of practicing 
against each other. 

“It’s more realistic because it's not the 
same players and these guys from New 
Orleans don’t know what your moves are,” 
Tomezak said. 

The backups 9n the offensive line got a 
lot of criticism from Ditka after the intrasquad 
game, but Tomezak isn’t too worried about 
their performance. ‘‘I just think the younger 
guys need to mature a little bit. It takes 
time,” he said.

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PLATTEVILLE, Wis. — Eyes rolled all over 
the country when the Bears drafted Jim Har- 
baugh No. 1 last April. They were rolling the 
dice, people said. Experts called it a desper- 
ation pick, even a bad pick. 

All that means is the professional analysts 
and the Bears didn’t see eye to eye. It may 
be years before we know for sure who was 
right. But the Bears felt they saw something 
other people missed. 

“He's a coach’s son,” was one of the first 
things personnel director Bill Tobin said 
about Harbaugh. That was a mouthful. 
Growing up with a coach at the dinner table, 
Harbaugh learned about things that make 
players great, things that aren’t apparent in 
a player's stats or physical test results, 
things many players never learn until they 
look back and ask themselves why they 
never made it. 


Harbaugh started going to football prac- 
tices when he was 6. It was the only way to 
spend time with his dad, Jack Harbaugh, 
who was at lowa then and moved to Michi- 
gan when Jim was 9. He played around with 
other coaches’ sons, but he also paid at- 
tention. 


Of all the advantages his father’s job gave 
him, Harbaugh said this was the biggest. 

“At a very young age, | saw what it took 
to actually make it as a good football play- 
er. | saw that it took practice during the week, 
weightlifting and conditioning and off-season 
workouts, and that the guys didn’t just some- 
how suit up and go out and play on TV one 
day a week. That’s not how it worked. 


The coach’s son 
learned early 


As the son of a coach, Jim Harbaugh was introduced to football early and spent a lot of free 


pros, you're playing with all the college su- 
perstars. You're just another guy. 

“That's why you have to keep getting bet- 
ter. | saw on my dad’s teams, the best play- 
ers were also the hardest workers. You can’t 
get by on sheer talent. It catches up with you. 
Marcus Dupree, look at him. The road is so 
scattered with great players that have fallen 
by the wayside. You just have to keep get- 
ting better.” 

He has gotten better since the draft. From 
May through July, Harbaugh met with the 
coaches every day. He practiced on the field 
every day. He came to camp ‘‘way ahead of 
anormal rookie,"’ coach Mike Ditka said. 

“¥ get the feeling Jimmy wants to know 
everything,” Ditka said. ‘‘He wants to under- 
stand everything. That can be a drawback, 
too, but he’s a very thorough guy. 

“When he does something out there, he 
wants to know exactly what happened. How 
the defense was playing. If he read it right 
or read it wrong. He wants to know why. 
That's the only way you’re going to learn.” 


Always a quarterback 

in asense, Harbaugh has been preparing 
for this camp all his life. He never wanted 
to play anything but quarterback, and he has 
been doing it since he was 9, the second 
week of his first season. “| guess | always 
wanted to be the center of attention,” he 
said. “That's why | wasn’t well-liked as a 
kid.” 

He was too competitive for other 9-year- 
olds. ‘| had to win everything all the time,” 
he said. But what made him a pariah then 
makes him a pinnacle now to build a team 
around. 

His dad helped with football stuff. Jack 
coached defensive backfield, so he was 
more help on techniques with Jim’s brother, 
John, who was a defensive back two years 
older and now is on the Pitt staff with Jack. 
But he helped Jim learn about pass cover- 
age. Even at 9, when Jim watched film with 
his dad just to be with him, he was the first 
kid on the biock to know a three-deep zone 
from a two-deep. 

He liked to draw up plays, too. He couldn't 
understand why his dad didn't take them to 
the head coach, Michigan’s Bo Schem- 
bechier. 

“| think all kids like to draw up little plays,” 
Harbaugh said. ‘But | was fired up because

PLATTEVILLE, Wis. — When the Bears 

signed free agent defensive back Mike Hintz, 
it'sure made a hit with the folks in Platteville, 
Wis. 

That’s because Hintz, a native of Wau- 
kesha, Wis., played for the University of 
Wisconsin-Platteville Pioneers for the past 
four seasons. But the Bears didn’t sign Hintz 
just because it would be a good public rela- 
tions move with the people in Platteville. 

Hintz can play football well. While at UW- 

» Platteville Hintz set a career interceptions 
record with 27, the third-highest total in 
NCAA Division III history. And he earned 
NAIA Division || all-America honors as a 
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junior and senior. 

But the Bears weren't the only NFL team 
to see some potential in Hintz. The Packers 
and Steelers also expressed an interest in 
him, ‘‘Pittsburgh said | was in the running 
for the draft choice in the 12th round,” he 
said. ‘‘But they drafted too many defensive 
backs (three in the first four rounds) and 
decided not to draft me then.” 

But the Steelers were interested in sign- 
ing him as a free agent, though he wouldn’t 
have a good shot to make the team because 
he'd have to beat out three draft choices. 

The Packers’ interest in Hintz also was 
limited to signing him as a free agent. But 
Hintz eventually got the opportunity to sign 
with Chicago in May. 

“They had talked to my coach in January 
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or February and said they were interested, 
that | shouldn't sign with anyone else until 
| talked to them,” Hintz said. ‘I think they 
knew about me but were keeping it quiet.” 
Practicing with the Bears on the fields 
where he played college ball seemed a little 
odd at first to Hintz. But soon the practices 
became work, just like anywhere else. 
“There’s a lot more people out there,” he 
said, referring to possibly the largest crowds 
to watch any of the training camps in the 
league. ‘That part is a lot different. And

these guys are a Jot higher up on the 
pedestal. You see them and know them from 
TV, so it’s kind of interesting that way.

Hintz didn’t feel the first week like he was 
just brought in to fill in a practice spot and 
thought he was getting a good look by the 
coaches. ‘'l thought so the first week,” he 
said, ‘‘but this week’s been changing my 
mind quite a bit.

Not only has Hintz learned from the 
coaches in camp, but he says the players 
have been just as helpful. “‘Dave Duerson 
has helped me out,”’ Hintz said. “We'll be 
looking at game film and he'll say, ‘Oh, you 
might want to do this on this play.’ It's some- 
thing you only pick up from a guy who's 
played the game more. And also some tech- 
niques you learn from the coaches. There’s 
some techniques you never really thought 
of before.” 


Hintz realizes the competition is tough and 
he’s a long-ghot to make the team, but he 
wants to make the best of the opportunity. 
“?'m behind two all-pros right now, so it’s 
pretty tough to come in and beat somebody 
out,”’ he said. “We'll just have to see what 
happens in the future, | guess. Some other 
team may pick me up. And if there's not the 
NFL, there’s always that new Arena Football. 
That’s kind of a fun game.” 

Hintz figures on staying in football another 
year or two before moving on and putting his 
engineering knowledge to work. He was a 
two-time first team academic all-America in 
college with a 3.96 grade-point average in 
mechanical engineering. 

“Pll just settle back into my engineering 
skills and go into probably the design part 
of engineering,” he said. “You have to be 
realistic. But, then again, you have to give 
yourself a chance or else you'll regret it later 
in life.”

NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle subsequently fined Martin $15,000 
and suspended him for two games. 

Martin has trimmed 10 pounds off his 
frame and is down to 272. He also says he 
has cleaned up his act. He now refers to him- 
self as Charles “Lean And Not Too Mean’” 
Martin. 

Meanwhile, Packer coach Forrest Gregg, 
on his criteria for selecting a roster: ‘‘I want 
people whose dream is still alive.” 


TAYLOR MADE:

By comparison, Jim McMahon will make a 
base salary of only $800,000 in 1989, the last 
year of his current contract. 

Schroeder completed 15 of 32 passes for 
184 yards and two touchdowns in Washing- 
ton’s 27-13 upset playoff victory over the 
Bears in Soldier Field last January. 

New England running back Craig James 
recently signed a six-year, $4 million deal 
with base salaries starting at $550,000 per 
and escalating to one million per year. This 
despite the fact that James averaged 2.8 
yards per carry last year. In James’ defense, 
he played much of the season with a bad 
shoulder.

The disinterment and autopsy must be 
performed within 30 days. 

Therese’s attorney said if the autopsy 
shows any evidence of accidental or wrong- 
ful death, the family would proceed from 
there. 

No objections to the action were filed by 
Halas Jr.’s second wife, Patricia Halas, and 
the Archdiécese of Chicago, which owns the 
cemetery where Halas Jr. is buried. 

Therese and the two children, Christine 
and Stephen, also are suing Virginia 
McCaskey, Halas Jr.'s sister, over the 1981 
reorganization of the Bears. They contend 
the reorganization took place without proper 
legal notice to Halas Jr.'s estate and that the 
reorganization made it possible to deny his 
estate a seat on the Bears’ five-member 
board of directors, despite the fact that the 
estate controls 20 percent of Bears stock. 

The owners contend the reorganization 
was made for tax savings. A ruling on the 
suit is scheduled for Sept. 1.

He was a two-time all-American at 
the University of Illinois before joining the 
Bears in 1965 as a middle linebacker. 

Hart spent 19 years as a quarterback in 
the NFL, playing 18 seasons with the St.

Noll brought in 95 players to camp this 
season, 41 of them newcomers. Thirteen are 
draft picks and 28 are free agents. The Steel- 
ers split their draft picks evenly with seven 
defensive players and six offensive players. 

Noll will count on quarterback Mark Ma- 
lone to again lead the offense this season. 
It will be the third straight year for Malone at 
the No. 1 quarterback position. Malone had 
a 62.5 rating last season, completing 50.8 
percent of his passes and throwing 15 touch- 
down passes and 18 interceptions. 

Malone will be backed up by Bubby Brister 
and Steve Bono. Brister was a third-round 
draft choice a year ago and started two 
games last season. In his first start he com- 
pleted 12 of 33 passes for 191 yards includ- 
ing a 58-yard pass, the Steelers’ longest of 
the season. 

Bono is a three-year veteran who spent his 
first two years with Minnesota. He was 
waived by the Vikings in December and 
signed by Pittsburgh in March. He only 
played in two games for the Vikings, com- 
pleting two of 11 passes for eight yards. 

Webster strong at center 

Whoever is calling the signals for Pitts- 
burgh, he’ll have an excellent center giving 
him the ball. Mike Webster will be in that po- 
sition as he enters his 14th season in the 
NFL. He’s played in the Pro Bowl eight times 


and is the anchor of an offensive line that 


has allowed the second-fewest sacks in the 
NFL each of the past two seasons. 

Joining Webster on the strong offensive 
line are guards Craig Wolfley, Terry Long 
and John Rienstra and tackles Tunch Ilkin, 
Ray Pinney and Mark Behning. Players ex- 
pected to be pushing the starters on the line 
include Pete Rostosky, Randy Rasmussen, 
Jerry Quick and 10th-round draft choice Paul 
Oswald. 

The Steelers brought 12 running backs 
into camp to run behind that strong line. The 
biggest question there is the return of Frank 
Pollard, the fifth-leading rusher in Steeler his- 
tory. He missed much of last season with a 
recurring knee problem. 

Wide receiver may be the deepest posi- 
tion on offense for Pittsburgh. Only one or 
two roster spots may be open behind vete- 
rans John Stallworth, Louis Lipps, Weegie 
Thompson and Calvin Sweeney. Those ends 
should provide good competition for the 


“ Bears’ cornerbacks and young safeties. 


Look for Bears’ head coach Mike Ditka to 
watch closely how his defensive secondary 
performs. 

But the Bear secondary could be all set 
for this matchup after going against Miami’s 
wide receivers last week. 

The Steelers’ draft choices at wide 
receiver, Charles Lockett and Joey Clink- 
scales, could provide good competition at 
that position. 

At tight end Preston Gothard returns as 
the starter for Pittsburgh, but the competi- 
tion is good for his backup position. Five 
players are battling for the spot, including 
seventh-round draft choice Chris Kelley and 
12th-round draft choice Theo Young. 

Pass rush needed 

Though Pittsburgh had a respectable 43 
sacks last year, Knoll wants to see improve- 
ment in that area. As a result he has six new 
defensive linemen in camp, including sixth- 
round draft choice Tim Johnson and eighth- 
round draft pick Charles Buchanan. 

The Steelers also brought in 14 lineback- 
ers into camp for four positions. Mike Mer- 
riweather, who’s appeared in three straight 
Pro Bowls, is set at one slot. Bryan Hinkle, 
the Steelers’ MVP in 1986, also will start, as 
will 1986 Steelers’ Rookie of the Year An- 
thony Henton. Henton moves to the inside 
linebacker position this season. 

Some of the best competition on the Steel- 
ers this summer is at the defensive secon- 
dary. Donnie Shell is entering his 14th 
season at strong safety and will start at the 
spot. Dwayne Woodruff, and eight-year vete- 
ran, is hoping to make a comeback this sea- 
son after missing the entire 1986 season. 
Woodruff suffered a severe knee injury in the 
second preseason game in 1986 and under- 
went surgery Aug. 25. Before the injury 
Woodruff had five interceptions during the 
1985 season. 

Three of Pittsburgh’s first four draft 
choices in April were defensive backs. No. 
1 draft choice Rod Woodson was a consen- 
‘sus All-America and a runner-up for the Jim 
Thorpe Award. He set 13 school records 
while playing for Purdue. 

Also trying to earn a spot are No. 2 draft 
choice Delton Hall at cornerback and No. 4 
draft choice Thomas Everett at free safety. 

Noll looks to move up 

As Noll enters his 19th season as Pitts- 
burgh’s head coach he needs just one vic- 
tory for his 171st, making him the 
fifth-winningest coach in NFL history. He has 
a career mark of 170-114-1 (.598) and is cur- 
rently tied with Paul Brown in coaching vic- 
tories.
